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Foreword 


This paper is the fulfilment of a promise made to Rev. Edward G. 
McKinley, Stated Clerk of the Presbytery of Florida, U. S. A., that, 
while material was accessible, an attempt be made to record the history 


of the work of the Church in Florida. 


Mr. McKinley made some notes in preparation for revising and 
enlarging the excellent “‘Historical Notes of the Presbytery of East 
Florida," 1896, prepared by Rev. J. K. Wight. But as he found he 


could not complete the task he asked the present compiler to attempt it. 


The sources are the written records of the Presbyteries themselves. 
These have been read attentively from the beginning. In addition to 
these, use has been made of information furnished by church officials, 
and the minutes of the General Assembly from 1893-1927. A series 
of reports and papers were left by Dr. Henry Keigwin, Synodical 
Evangelist, and these have been quoted. 


At certain points help was found in the following pamphlets: 
Historical Notes of the Presbytery of East Florida, Rev. J. K. Wight, 
1896. Notes on the Twenty-fifth Anniversary of the Presbyterian 
Church at Crescent City, 1908. The Church Bulletin on the Dedica- 
tion of the First Presbyterian Church, Eustis, Florida, 1914.

A Pamphlet pre- 
pared by Dr. W. W. Faris on the growth of the Church at Miami. 
Early Planting of the Presbyterian Church in West Florida, W. E. 
Mcllwain, D. D., 1925. 


Many faithful, devoted men have given of their lives to the 
Church in Florida. Nevertheless especial mention is made of the 
labors of Dr. Wm. McWhir, Dr. James Hair Potter, Dr. Henry Keigwin, 
Dr. William Wallace Faris, and Rev. Rees W. Edwards. The interest 
of the story and the copiousness of the records warranted the unfold- 
ing story centering around the plantings at St. Augustine, Eustis and 
Miami. 


Following the sketch is a list of the churches at any time asso- 
ciated with the Florida work. It cannot be hoped that the accuracy 
striven after has been attained. The compiler has done what he could 
with the imperfect material available at this late date.

Historical Sketch 


Although the sixteenth century saw attempts on the part of the 
Huguenots to seek religious liberty in the New World, a settlement 
at Rio de Janeiro made in 1558 by Nicholas Durand Villegaignon, 
was destroyed by attacks in 1560 and 1567 by Mem de Sa, a settle- 
ment made by Jean Ribaut in 1562 at Port Royal, S. C., failedtin 1564 
Rene de Laudonniere established Fort Caroline at the mouth of the 
a as River, which was destroyed in 1565 by Pedro Menendez de 

viles. 


Religious liberty was not to be found under Spanish rule, and, al- 
though the neighboring colonies of Georgia and the Carolinas were 
protected in their Protestantism under British rule, the history of 
Protestantism in Florida seems to begin only with the transfer of that 
territory from Spain to the United States. The treaty with Spain, by 
which the Floridas were thus transferred, was signed in 1819, but 
only became effective in 1821, when President Monroe appointed 
General Andrew Jackson, military governor. 


President Woodrow Wilson in his small volume “Division and 
Reunion” writes of this period, ““Within the period of a little more 
than nine years, from 1812-1821, seven states were admitted to the 
Union; and by the latter date there were already eleven new states 
associated with the original thirteen in the conduct of the federal 
government. For fifteen years after the admission of Missouri, no 
other state was created, during those years the population was being 
compacted rather than extended.” 


This statement may help to understand the backward conditions 
of the new territory into which the Protestant churches were seeking 
entrance with the new terms of religious liberty. The first official 
census dealing with the territory was that of 1830, which showed that 
there were only 30,730 persons in Florida, and only 18,385 of these 
were white. 


The small village of Wacca Pilatka, founded in 1816, was in 1822 
named Jacksonville, in honor of the territorial governor, General 
Andrew Jackson. While in the same year the first territorial legisla- 
ture met at Pensacola, and two years later in the new log-capital at 
Tallahassee. 


It is uncertain whether the first Presbyterian church was started 
in the east or the west of Florida. 


Dr. W. E. Mcllwain, in the pamphlet mentioned above states, 
“That the Scotch Highlanders, loyal to the ‘Pretender’ " after the 
disastrous battle of Culloden, 1746, were by “by King George Il,”” par- 
doned on condition that they emigrate to the American plantations, 
after having taken the solemn oath of allegiance to the King. There- 
fore in 1746-7 great numbers of Highlanders with their families and 
the families of their friends removed to North Carolina and settled on 
the Cape Fear River. In the course of a few years large companies 
of industrious Highlanders joined their countrymen in Bladen County,

From these Highlanders, there went out large colonies and settled 
in Alabama, Florida and other states of the South and West. In the 
spring of 1820, Neill McLendon of Richmond County, N. C., a born 
pioneer, became restless in North Carolina and longed for a newer 
and better country. He with other Scotch settled around Euchee 
Valley, West Florida. No sooner had these Scotchmen gotten their 
families settled in rude homes and their family altars established then 
they began to plan to build a house of worship. Sometime after the 
church building was erected, on May 26, 1828, they met and organized 
the Euchee Valley Presbyterian Church. 


Presbyterians began coming from the Carolinas and Georgia to 
Gadsden County, of which Quincy is the county-seat, in 1822, and 
soon after they were settled, they organized a church about four miles 
north of what is now Quincy, and called it Philadelphia, and in 1828, 
they erected a church building there.” 


Dr. MclIlwain has given a romantic story of the origins of the 
Presbyterian churches in what was formerly West Florida. The dates 
at which the Euchee Valley and Philadelphia churches were started 
wait on further light. The General Assembly Minutes of 1826 record 
both names for the first time, and as vacant. Turning to East Florida 
the date of 1824 as that of the organization of the First Presbyterian 
Church of St. Augustine is the earliest date clearly established for a 
Presbyterian Church in Florida. 


The name to be held in honor in this origin is that of the pioneer, 
Dr. William McWhir. Sprague’s Annals of the Presbyterian Church, 
vol. 4, p. 441, gives a sketch of him, from which is made the following 
extract: 


“Dr. McWhir, was born County Down, Ireland, September 9, 1759. 
He attended the University of Glasgow from 1778-1781, and was or- 
dained by the Presbytery of Killileagh, September 26, 1783. He taught 
in Alexandria, Virginia, and in Liberty County, Georgia. In 1824 in 
consequence of a representation which had been made to him of the 
deplorable destitution of the means of grace in East Florida, he was 
induced to visit St. Augustine, with a view to make an effort for the 
promotion of the Redeemer’s Kingdom. He accordingly constituted 
-a Presbyterian Church, and ordained elders there, and, for several 
years after this, was engaged in collecting the requisite funds for build- 
ing a church edifice, and in due time, he had the pleasure to see the 
object accomplished.” 


In the contenniel celebrated at St. Augustine by the Synod of 
Florida, Dr. Barton B. Bigler gave an address on the founder of the 
church which he then served, in which he said: 


Rev. Wm. McWhir, came to St. Augustine in June, 1824, and 
found a Presbyterian Society, which had been organized the year 
before through the efforts of Rev. Eleazar Lathrop, who had labored 
here for sometime. 


On June 10, 1824, Dr. McWhir organized the First Presbyterian 
Church with thirteen members. He ordained two elders, and then went 
north and together with the Rev. Mr. Lathrop engaged in collecting 
funds for the erection of a house of worship.” 


At the same centennial Elder E. H. Reynolds gave an interesting 
and informing paper entitled “‘An Historical Sketch of Memorial Church, 
St. Augustine, Florida.” 


A part of this sketch here follows: 


“From a written document found in the corner-stone of the old 
building on south St. George Street, demolished, 1893, entitled, ‘Pro- 
ceedings of the Presbyterian Society of St. Augustine, East Florida” 


St. Augustine, 31 October, 1823. 


“We, the subscribers, being solemnly impressed with the necessity 
of having the regular administration of ordinances of the Christian 
Religion in the town of St. Augustine do hereby agree and pledge our- 
selves to use our joint efforts for that purpose and the denomination 
of the Presbyterian Society, and with that design we hereby adopt 
the following articles:’ 


The first minutes of the Sessional record reads: ‘This Church was 
organized June 10, 1824, by Rev. Wm. McWhir of the Georgia Presby- 
tery, who by the Providence of God was directed to this destitute and 
scattered people.” Wm. B. Blair and Elias B. Gould were ordained 
to the eldership, June 13, 1824. Besides these elders there were 
three men and eight women who formed this first planting of our 


Church in East Florida. 


The church was incorporated December 3, 1824 


The cornerstone of the church was laid January |, 1825. The 
document referred to for these facts concludes as follows: 


‘At this time James Madison of Virginia is President of the United 
States. John Quincy Adams of Massachusetts, Secretary of State, Wm. 
H. Crawford of Georgia, Secretary of the Treasury, John Calhoun of 
South Carolina, Secretary of War, Samuel S. Southland of New Jersey, 
Secretary of the Navy, and Wm. West of Virginia, Attorney General 
of the United States. For the Territory of Florida, Wm. P. Duval is 
Governor, and George Walter, Secretary. It was taken possession of by 
the United States agreeable to the cession of Spain on the 10th day 
of July, 1821.” 


Mr. Reynolds continues: ‘The Church was again incorporated June 
2, 1887, and in 1890, the present church and manse were deeded to 
the Trustees by Mr. Flagler in exchange for the old church and par- 
sonage on St. George Street. It was then that the name was changed 
from the ‘First Presbyterian Church of St. Augustine’, to “Memorial 
Presbyterian Church of St. Augustine.” 


Succeeding the establishment of the St. Augustine church, although 
records show effort to plant an organization at Mandarin in 1837, 
there seem to have been no permanent establishments in East Florida 
for nearly twenty years. Nor is it strange that with sparse population, 
difficult communications and hostile Indian tribes, there was little migra- 
tion, few towns were planted, and church work moved slowly. War 
with the Seminoles lasted until 1842, and in the next year, according 
to the notes of Mr. Wight, ““The Presbytery of Georgia, meeting in 
Liberty County, on November 23, 1843, thought it expedient to organ- 
ize a Presbyterian Church in Jacksonville, East Florida. Rev. Wash- 
ington Baird and Rev. A. W. McClure were appointed a committee to 
organize said church. The meeting was appointed for Saturday and 


Sunday, the 30th and 31st of December, 1843. Rev. Mr. McClure being 
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unable to attend, Rev. Mr. Baird proceeded with the business assigned. 
On Friday evening, the 29th, a meeting of those interested was called 
at the house of Mr. O. Congar. Five persons, beside the clergymen, 
were present. They were duly organized into a church, under the 
title of the Presbyterian Church of Jacksonville.” 


During the next eighteen years, from 1843 to 1861, while disputes 
over the war and about the races were violent, nothing in the way 
of expansion seems to have been accomplished. It was four years 
after the close of the Civil War before activity was renewed. Here we 
turn again to the Notes of Mr. Wight: ‘‘As has already appeared, the 
two churches of St. Augustine and Jacksonville, First, were organized 
by members of the Presbytery of Georgia, and continued in connection 
with that body until the Civil War. In 1869, work among the Freed- 
men had so far progressed that the Synod of Atlantic was formed, 
holding its first session at Charlotte, N. C., October, 1869. 


In May, 1870, the following action was taken by the General 
Assembly in answer to an application for the formation of a new 
Presbytery in this State: 


“That the Assembly hereby constitutes the Presbytery of East 
Florida, to be composed of Rev. Charles O. Reynolds, of the Presby- 
tery of New York; Rev. William N. Page, of the Central Presbytery 
of Philadelphia; Rev. Jonathan C. Gibbs, of the Presbytery of Atlantic; 
and Rev. J. W. C. Pennington, D. D., of the Third Presbytery of New 
York; that said Presbytery of East Florida be attached to the Synod 
of Atlantic; that the first meeting of the Presbytery be held at Jackson- 
ville, the third Wednesday in June, 1870, at two o'clock in the after- 
noon, and be opened by a sermon by Rev. C. O. Reynolds, or in his 
absence by Rev. W. N. Page.”” This action was carried out, and all the 
persons named were present. To this number were added, Prof. Calvin 
E. Stowe, D. D. (1872); P. H. Fowler, D. D. (1874); and Rev. J. L. 
Lyons (1875), besides others, who, for a brief time, were connected 
with the Presbytery. 


The General Assembly Minutes of 1873 report for the Presbytery 
of East Florida, 3 churches with 150 members, and 4 ministers. 


The decade 1879-1880 following the organization of the Presbytery 
of East Florida shows no permanent enlargement, although we read the 
names of the Mary Esther and New Smyrna churches. 


The Presbytery of East Florida has been served by the following 
Stated Clerks: 


Rev. Charles O. Reynolds, 1870-1874; Rev. J. L. Lyons, 1875- 
1886; Rev. James Mitchell, 1886-1888; Rev. George W. Morrill, 1888- 
1889; Rev. Joseph K. Wight, 1889-1896; Rev. John N. McGonigle, D. D., 
1896-1897; and Rev. Edward G. McKinley 1897-1907. 


In April, 1890, Dr. Henry Keigwin, the Synodical Evangelist re- 
ported to the Presbyteries of East and South Florida: 


“It was my pleasure to report to the Board that notwithstanding 
the disasters to Florida, from cold waves, and the Yellow Fever scourge, 
1889, and the consequent financial depression which has been upon 
us, our church has made commendable progress. Eight years ago our 
church had but eight ministers and four churches with only 188 com- 
municants. Now we have on our roll, or soon to be enrolled, 30 
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ministers, and 38 churches, and 1045 communicants, reported in the 
minutes of 1889.” 


This note introduces us to a decade of expansion, 1880-1890. 
This is the period of immigration to Florida, the growth of towns and 
communities in the orange belt of the middle port’on of the peninsular. 
It is marked by activity in the establishment of many churches, among 
them, being; Crescent City, Eustis, Lakeland, Sorrento, Kissimmee, 
Tarpon Sprirfgs, Crystal River, Titusville, and Winter Haven. 


Rev. Milton Waldo, D. D., Rev. Joseph K. Wight, and Rev. James 
H. Potter, D. D., were especially active during the latter part of this 
period in planting churches. We note also that Auburndale, Green 
Cove Springs, and San Mateo, were received in this period from the 


Presbytery of St. Johns’ U. S. 


Especially mention should be made of the work of Dr. James H. 
Potter who came to Eustis in the autumn of 1883 seeking health. He 
was born at Liberty, Penn., October 3, 1828, and graduated at Jeffer- 
son College, 1851, and at Western Theological Seminary, 1855. He 
was ordained by the Presbytery of Dubuque in 1855, and served con- 
stantly in the active pastorate until his death, April 11, 1903. His 
longest pastorates were at Baltimore, Winterset, la., and Eustis, Fla. 


The memorial book of the Presbytery has this note of his work: 


“When in 1886 the Presbytery of South Florida was organized, 
Dr. Potter was appo'nted its Moderator and Stated Clerk. As the 
pioneer of its work, he was at once looked upon as its leader, and 
that position he retained until his death. He was the father of this 
Presbytery, laying its foundations, serving it officially all these years 
with the best of his strength.” 


Dr. Potter's longest pastorate was at Eustis, Florida. At an un- 
discovered date the Presbytery of St. Johns’ had organized a church 
at what was then known as Pendryville, afterwards Eustis. This church 
was transferred in February, 1882, to the Presbytery of East Florida, 
but was dissolved in April of the following year. 


With the influx of population on the opening of the St. Johns’ 
and Lake Eustis Railroad the same year, Eustis became a field of new 
opportunity to the Church, and when in the Autumn of 1883, Dr. 
Potter came, seeking health, he at once found opportunity to begin 
preaching and gathering together a congregation of homeseekers. The 
record shows that: “The First Presbyterian Church of Eustis, Florida, 
was organized February 17, 1884, with thirteen members. The first 
communion service was observed February 24, 1884. During the same 
year a church building was erected on a lot given by Mr. A. S. Pendry, 
at the corner of Center Street and Citrus Avenue. The present build- 
ing was dedicated April 5, 1914. Dr. Potter left his impress for great 
good on the church and the community in general.” 


Let it be noted that the Eustis Church has given six ministers 
to the service of the Kingdom of Christ. 


Under the influence of Dr. Potter, Prof. Byron F. Marsh, D. D., 
established the Eustis Seminary in 1886, which he conducted for about 
eighteen years with success. On this school as a basis, the local 
church and the Presbytery established a larger school in September, 
1905, known as the Presbyterian College of Florida, with Dr. Lawrence 
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M. Stevens as President of the Board of Trustees, and Dr. H. A. Goff 
and Dr. A. H. Jolly as successive Presidents. This institution did 
good service as a junior college until 1910 when it was discontinued 
for lack of financial support. 


Returning to the decade 1889-1890 it is seen that the progress 
made necessitated further organization, and we mark the erection of 
the Presbytery of South Florida at Kississee, April 13, 1886, with 


the following ministers and churches: 


Milton Waldo, D. D., James H. Potter, D. D., J. L. Wilson, Caleb 
E. Jones, James H. Board, J. H. Cooper. 


Eustis, Alexander Memorial, Longwood, Seneca, Sorrento, Kissim- 
mee, Lakeland, Kismet, Ravenswood, Altoona, and Bartow. 


The following Stated Clerks served this Presbytery: 


James H. Potter, D. D., 1886-1903; Lawrence M. Stevens, D. D., 
1903-1904; Francis L. Goff, D. D., 1904-1906; Henry Keigwin, D. D., 
1906-1907. 


The Presbytery of East Florida had at the time that the Presby- 
tery of South Florida was formed from it, 12 ministers, 17 churches, 
and 503 members. 


The decade 1890-1900 was at first one of expansion, but the 
churches of the middle section of the State were reduced in member- 
ship and some abandoned by the effects of the ‘great freeze’ 1894- 
1895. During this stressful period, communities moved southward and 
prosperity sprang up anew. In this decade were organized the follow- 
ing churches: Altoona, Chuleota, Upsala, Homosassa, Dunellon, Weirs- 
dale, Lake Mary, Mather Paritt, Cocoanut Grove, Miami, Punta Gorda, 
Arcadia, Boynton, Delray, Fort Lauderdale, Ojus, and Windsor. 


From 1889-1905 the Presbyteries of East and South Florida were 
served by Dr. Henry Keigwin as Synodical Evangelist. He was born 
in Jeffersonville, Ind., 1836, graduated from Hanover College, 1856, 
and from Columbia Theological Seminary, 1860, and was ordained 
by the Presbytery of South Alabama the same year. In his long 
ministry, until his death, November 17, 1912, he served long pastor- 
ates at Fourth Church, Louisville, Ky., and First Church, Orlando, 


Florida. 


A memorial note records: “In the work as Evangelist he continued 
for seventeen years, traveling far and wide, enduring hardships, and- 
privations, seeking to plant churches, or find supplies for needy fields, 
in trying conditions following the freeze of 1894-5, giving himself 
to special labors for discouraged flocks.” 


Dr. Keigwin in his report to the Presbytery of East Florida, April 
7, 1896, says: ‘Being requested by citizens, | held two week-night 
services the first week of my arrival (at Cocoanut Grove) and as 
early as | could made arrangements for a service at Miami, visiting 
also that new place, and held a service in the dining room of the 
restaurant, then the only house in the place except the residence of 
Mrs. Tuttle the owner of the land on which the town is to be built.” 


Mr. Keigwin then describes a controversy with the Congregational- 
ists, which threatened to delay immediate organization at Miami, but 
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continues to say: ““The way was thus prepared for the organization 
of our church at Cocoanut Grove, and on the 8th of March, nine 
persons were banded together, as the First Presbyterian Church, form- 
ing the southernmost church in the U. S."’ The organization of the 
Miami Church was not long delayed, for we find that Dr. Keigwin 
proceeded to organize with four members on April 1, 1896, of the 
same year. : 


He continues in the report to say: ““Through the kindness of 
Brother, MacGonigle in raising necessary funds for our enterprise a 
tent was purchased and furnished for a temporary dwelling at Miami, 
and another tent for church and reading-room purposes, 20 x 30 has 
been ordered, and is daily expected. Having a wooden floor and 
seated with chairs such a tabernacle will be a suitable and comfort- 
able place for our services until more permanent quarters can be 
erected. It is pleasant to note that Mr. Flagler has donated three 
most eligible lots in Miami, for church and manse, each 50 x 150 
feet, lots which are regarded at present as worth $1500 each. The 
interest he has manifested in our church enterprise, and which is 
becoming generally known in that section, has been a favorable influence 
among the people, winning friends for our cause.” ‘‘When the pro- 
per time arrives for building, he has intimated also that he will come 
to our aid in the erection of a house, which shall be suited to expect- 
ation of that promising town.” 


Dr. Keigwin ministered to the struggling church for about a 
year. In October, 1897, Rev. William Wallace Faris, D. D., came to 
take charge of the church of nine members. Here we pass to the 
printed record of Dr. Faris, who tells us: ‘When I arrived in Miami, 
I found less than 29 adult Presbyterians on the ground, members and 
adherents.” 


Dr. Faris’ work in Miami has counted so much for the advance 
of our work that we stop to review the life of the man who gave his 
best twenty years of ministry to our work. 


Born at Barlow, Ohio, 1843, graduating from the old University 
of Chicago, 1866, and from what is now McCormick Seminary in 1869, 
he was ordained by the Presbytery of Schuyler, 1868. His long minis- 
try was filled with service, among his pastorates being Grace Church, 
Peoria, Ill., and Hazelwood Church, Pittsburg. He also served as 
Principal of Union Academy, Anna, Ill., and as Editor of the ““Occident”’ 
of San Francisco. 


Continuing to cite Dr. Faris’ narrative, we find: 


“In 1897 my pastorate (Pittsburg) seemed to have become a con- 
ceded and satisfactory permanency, when my health utterly gave away, 
and I was ordered to seek at once as low a latitude and as low an alti- 
tude as possible; so | prepared to come to Miami which had been 
strongly recommended to me by the late Dr. J. W. MacGonigle, pastor 
of Memorial Church, St. Augustine, as a very small community just 
now, but likely to achieve some importance in years to come. 


After spending his first two months raising money toward build- 
ing, securing $1000 in pledges and the hope of $800 from the Board 
of Church Erection, Dr. Faris continues the narrative, “I then noti- 
fied Mr. Flagler. He wired me to meet him at the Royal Palm on 
a certain day in early January, 1898, and I did so. He then said, ‘I am 


having my New York architects start at work here on plans for my 
hotels in Nassau, | want to save you architects’ costs, | will have them 
draw up plans for you. Confer freely with them. Meanwhile | sug- 
gest that you have yourself appointed chairman and treasurer of the 
congregation's building committee, with responsibility for accounting 
to the people for any funds not raised on the ground. I think you 
ought to spend a little more than $2500, and I want to help you to 
this. I will start you, when plans are ready, with a deposit of $1000 
to your credit in the bank, and I will follow this with more as needed. 
You can begin when plans are ready. Then | don’t think we'll take 
that $890 from the Board. I will cover that also. Further, | will try 
to see that a Manse is ready for you by the time the church building 
is up.’ At his own charges, Mr. Flagler at once had the lot (south- 
east corner of Avenue B. and I|Ith Street) cleared and road paved on 
both sides of the lot, and down Avenue B to 12th Street. So matters 
rocked along for three months. Early in April, 1898, I was unex- 
pectly summoned to meet Mr. ‘Flagler on 12th Street near Short. Some 
rows of freshly set pine stakes at once looked to me like the ground 
plan of church and manse, as I had seen these on paper, and | was 
dumbfounded. After having me shown the outline of stakes, first for 
church and then for manse, with the connecting arcade, without lett- 
ing me know as yet what was in his mind, he asked: ‘How would you 
like it, if 1 should place the church here instead of at IIth and B?’ 
‘Why, Mr. Flagler,’ I replied, ‘I wouldn't dare to ask for such a thing.’ 
He rejoined, ‘I did not tell you to ask for it. | asked, How you would 
like it, if I should put the buildings here.’ ‘Oh,’ I said, ‘there couldn't 
be anything finer or better. ‘He then turned to his builder, who was 
present, Mr. Joseph A. McDonald, and quietly said, ‘Mac, put the 
buildings here’. And then added to me, ‘I think I will erect them 
myself; you needn't bother about it.” ‘What about the money raised 
and collected,’ I inquired, ‘Oh, hold on to that, raise more, if you 
can.’ ‘Shall we use that in furnishing?’ “Why, yes,’ hesitatingly, ‘per- 
haps so; the money will come in handy for some use.’ 


In July, 1899, the keys of the manse were handed over to me; 
and in February, 1900, the keys of the church. He was averse to any 
dedication or formal opening.” 


Turning from this graphic story of Dr. Faris, we remind ourselves 
that Dr. Faris was installed over the Miami church, April 8, 1899, and 
continued to serve until December, 1901, when ill-health compelled his 
resignation. On recovering, he returned, two years later, and was 
again installed as pastor on November 22, 1905. This relation con- 
tinued until his retirement, April 8, 1919, when he was made pastor- 
emeritus. This relation was sustained until his death in Miami on 
March 16, 1925. Dr. Willis O. Garrett, associate pastor, was installed 
as pastor, October 29, 1919, and continues to serve this important 
and interesting field. 


Turning from Miami, we trace the growth of the organization of 
the Presbyteries through the State. With the hope of enlarging the 
scope of activities of the Presbyterian Church in Florida, the Presbytery 
of West Florida was formed from the Presbytery of South Florida. This 
organization was effected at Eustis, November 20, 1906, with the fol- 
lowing ministers and churches: Lawrence M. Stevens, D. D., Francis 
L. Goff, D. D., Herman A. Goff, D. D. James T. McLean, D. D., 
Lindsey O. Sutherland, and John A. Hughes. Eustis, Crystal River, 
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Sorrento, Dunellon, and Center Hill. Dr. H. A. Goff served as Stated 
Clerk. 


On November, 27, 1906, by act of General Assembly, a Synod 
of Florida was erected at Eustis, consisting of the Presbyteries of East, 
West and South Florida; and to this Synod was joined the Presbytery 
of Havana. But the following year by direction of the General As- 
sembly, the Presbyteries of the newly formed Synod were consoli- 
dated into the Presbytery of Florida, and this was joined to the Synod 
of Alabama. This reorganization was affected at St. Augustine, Novem- 
ber 19, 1907. This Presbytery was served by the following Stated 
Clerks: Rev. Edward G. McKinley, 1907-1918, and Albert W. Pierce, 
1918-1921. 


The decade from 1910-1920 was one of increasing prosperity and 
rapid settlement throughout south Florida. Our work rapidly expand- 
ed, churches were revived, new ones organized, and foundations laid 
for steady growth. During this period, or from 1911 to 1921, Rev. 
Rees W. Edwards served as Pastor Evangelist with great devotion and 
efficiency. Of this devoted servant of the Cross we record the brief 
outline of his life. He was born in Cincinnati, September 3, 1856. He 
was graduated from Wooster College, 1883, and Lane Seminary, 1886, 
and the latter year was ordained by the Presbytery of Bellefontaine. 


He held pastorates in Dayton, O., Canton, O., and served as 
Pastor Evangelist in the Presbytery of Great Falls, Montana, 1908-1911. 
He died October 10, 1921. On the following day he had been appoint- 
ed to convene the new Synod of Florida and to preach the opening 
sermon. But he was called higher to his heavenly reward. He had 
requested that Dr. W. B. Witherspoon should take his place at the 
Synod. 


For some time the Board of Home Missions had been regarding 
the growing work of the Presbytery as giving it the standing of a 
Synod. The General Assembly of 1921 divided the Presbytery into 
the present Presbyteries of North, Southeast, and Southwest Florida, 
and ordered that the Synod meet at the Fist Presbyterian Church, 
Miami, Florida, October 11, 1921. Dr. W. B. Witherspoon, Stated 
Clerk of the Synod of Alabama, preached the sermon, and was elected 
the first Moderator.

North Florida, Dr. B. B. Bigler, Moderator, A. W. Pierce, Clerk.

For six months following the decease of Mr. Edwards, Dr. J. P. 
Calhoun served the Synod as Superintendent of Home Missions. He 
organized the church at West Palm Beach, and became its pastor. 


In 1922, Rev. John F. Shepherd, D. D., was elected Executive for 
the Synod. On foundations well laid, and in an era of advancement 
throughout the state, Dr. Shepherd has organized churches at Orlando, 
Okeechobee, New Smyrna Beach, Olympia, Osceola, Samsula, Braden- 
ton, Everglades, Polk City, St. Petersburg, and White City.

In this cosmopolitan commonwealth of inviting climate, vast in 
area and rich in resources, central in commercial position, the Pres- 
byterian Church, U. S. A., has this long, continued, and worthy story.
